FRENCH REMOVAL OF DISCRIMINATION AGAINST DOLLAR IMPORTS 

The U. S. Government welcomes the announcement by France on September 26 of a 
new list of products which may be imported from the dollar area without quantitative 
restriction. Besides reducing the scope of quota discrimination against dollar imports, 
the French action adds to their dollar and OEEC liberalization lists fifteen product 
descriptions not heretofore iiberalized for any exporting ceuntry. 

Products which U. S. exporters will be able to market in France without quantita- 
tive restriction as a result of the new French measure include heavy automobiles, out- 
board motors, certain plastics and chemicals, rolling mills, electric junction boxes, 
earbon black and dried apricots In addition, on January 1, 1960, French quotas on 
dollar imports of edible offals, various kinds of synthetic rubber, and certain medicines 
and antibiotics will be removed.

France 
WOOL FABRIC QUOTA 
The President, in Proclamation 3317, dated Sept. 24, 1959, has amended the procla- 
mation in which he established the supplementary quota of 350,000 pounds of high 
priced and lightweight fabrics of wool of the sheep, or of the Angora goat, which may 
be imported at the rate of 30% ad valorem after the basic quota has been filled. In this 
amendment, the President makes clear that the purchase price determined from the 
invoice is to be used, and that the appraised value determined by the appraising officer 
has no bearing. The text of the amendment is as follows: 

‘(iiti) woven fabrics not described in either clause (i) or clause (ii) of this subparagraph 
holly or in chief value of wool of the sheep or hair of the Angora goat, weighing over 6 ounces 
per square yard and having a purchase price determined from the invoice of over $6.50 per 
pound, or weighing over 4 ounces, but not over 6 ounces, per square yard and having a pur- 
chase price determined from the invoice of over $7 per pound (such purchase e to be 
determined by the Collector of Customs on the basis of the aggregate price, including all ez- 
penses incident to placing the merchandise in condition packed ready for shipment to the 
United States, but excluding transportation, insurance, duty, and other charges incident to 
bringing the meychandise from the place of shipment in the country of exportation to the 
place of delivery in the United States) entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consump- 
tion in any calendar year after such aggregate quantity notified by the President to the 
Secretary of the Treasury has been so entered or withdrawn but before there shall have been 
so entered or withdrawn 350,000 pounds of woven fabrics described heretofore in this clause 
(iti).”” 

Up to September 19, 1959, a total of 201,485 pounds of the fabrics that may be 
admidded under the 350,000 pound quota had been entered or withdrawn from warehouse 
for consumption through all ports of the country. 


RENEGOTIATION OF CERTAIN TEXTILE CONCESSIONS BY CANADA 


The Interdepartmental Committee for Reciprocity Information has issued a notice 
inviting the public to submit views in connection with a tariff renegotiation to begin 
on or about November 16 arising from Canada’s desire to modify certain textile and 
related concessions formerly negotiated with the United States and other countries 
under the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT). 

The scheduled renegotiation results from the continuing revision of Canada’s Cus- 
toms Tariff which began several years ago. To bring about the revision, individual 
schedules of the Tariff are referred to the Canadian Tariff Board for investigation and 
recommendations and, on the basis of those recommendations, the language, and in some 
cases the rate structure, is revised with a view to modernization. Insofar as the revision 
extends to products which are the subject of concessions in the GATT, international 
negotiations are required with a view to compensatory adjustments in those cases in 
which concession rates are increased. 

Several schedules of the Canadian Tariff have already been revised by this procedure. 
The textile schedule was referred to the Tariff Board more than a year ago and the 
sjoard has reported on woolen and worsted fabrics, cotton and cotton products, silk and 
man-made fibres and products, and textile wastes. The Board is expected to make a 
report on knitted goods soon and to report on the remaining products (coated fabrics, 
braids, tapes, elastics, etc.) as investigations are completed.

VALIDITY OF PASSPORTS INCREASED 

The initial validity of passports issued on or after September 14, 1959, has been 
increased from two te three years by Public Law 86-267 approved by the President on 
September 14, 1959. However, the one-time renewal period will still remain two years 
The initial three-vear period of validity plus the renewal period of two years will pro- 
vide a total validity of five years for all passports issued on or after the effective date 
of PL 86-267, September 14, 1959, except in those cases where special limitations are 
noted upon the passport at the time of issuance. 

The new Act is not retroactive and does not affect the validity of passports issued 
prior to September 14, 1959. These passports are valid for two years: from the date of 
issue, unless otherwise limited, as noted in the information contained under the caption 
“Expiration and Renewal” on the inside cover of all passports. The one-time two-year 
renewal period for these passports is not changed by PL 86-267 nor is the final date of 
expiration of not more than four years from the original date of issue.

Should this trend 
continue the United States may be faced 
with the loss of its usual favorable bal- 
ance of trade. The prompt correction of 
this curve will be one of the principal 
concerns of the 2,000 experienced foreign 
traders, representing an industry total of 
$29 billion in United States exports and 
imports, who will be gathered at the meet- 
ing in the Waldorf-Astoria. 


Recently released official statistics give 
a further indication of the danger facing 
the United States’ position in world trade. 
During the first half of this year U. S. 
exports fell almost 5% below the same 

| ae for 1958, and 23% below the rate 
for the first half of 1957. In other words 
U. S. exports during the January-June 
period*of 1959 amounted to $7.9 billion 
compared to $8.3 billion during the sim- 
ilar period of 1958 and $10.3 in 1957. 

U. S. imports meanwhile ran a steady 
increase and jumped to $7.4 billion dur- 
ing the first half of this year compared 
to $6.3 billion in the like period of 1958 
and $6.5 billion in 1957. This increase 
in U. S. purchases from abroad during 
the first half of this year was 17% over 
the rate for 1958 and 14% over 1957. 


repercussions throughout the U. S. 


This healthy oid dstuctie trend oonnet 
continue without a powerful flow of ex- 
ports to support it. 

Particularly affected by this unfavor- 
able trend is the United States’ tradi- 
tionally active trade with Latin America. 
The decline in U. S. exports to this area 
during the first six months of this year 
was more severe than to any other area. 
It amounted to a 15% drop from the 1958 
January-June level. One-third of this 
decline was accounted for by decreases in 
exports of machinery. Similar serious de- 
creases were registered in U. S. exports 
of automobiles, textiles, metal manufac- 
tures, grains and steel products. 

Imports from Latin America, the bulk 
of which are made up of raw materials, 
coffee and other foodstuffs, increased by 
3% during the first half of this year, a 
relatively slight increase considering that 
imports world-wide jumped 18% over the 
previous comparative period. 

The net of this depressed picture for 
American foreign trade is that U. S. ex- 
porters are confronted with the enormous 
problem of reversing a rapidly moving 
trend, primarily by meeting and overcom- 
ing vigorous price competition from West- 
ern European and Japanese suppliers. We 
are particularly aware of this situation 
as it affects U. S. trade with Latin Amer- 
ica, for it is in Latin America that Grace 
Line and W. R. Grace & Co. have their 
principal foreign trading interest. 

Since the Latin American countries 
normally purchase about one-quarter of

all U. S. exports special attention must be 
given to this area. In these countries the 
problem is especially acute since almost 
all of them depend upon one or two ex- 
ports for their livelihood and ability to 
purchase from the United States. While 
many of the Latin American countries are 
seeking energetically to industrialize in 
order to broaden the base of their econ- 
omies, they are today still highly vulner- 
able to drastic shifts in the world prices 
of their major export commodities. As an 
example Chile is dependent on mineral 
exports for about 75% of her foreign ex- 
change; Brazil depends about 60% on 
coffee; and El alvador and Colombia de- 
pend about 80% on coffee. 

To illustrate how severe price changes 
can affect the economies of these coun- 
tries, it is calculated that every time the 
price drops 1¢ on the New York Coffee 
Exchange Colombia loses approximately 
$7.5 million in dollar earnings. One can 
well understand the disastrous effects on 
the economy of Colombia and other coffee- 
producing countries when the price of Co- 
lombian coffee fell from over 74¢ a pound 
in 1954 to 44¢ in June of this year. This 
was a decrease of 41%. Price decreases 
of lesser severity but of equal seriousness 
and U. S. import quotas have also ad- 





versely affected the mineral - producing 
countries of Latin America. 

While this reduced dollar income jeop- 
ardized the ability of the Latin American 
countries to purchase from the United 
States, temporary import restrictions of 
the Latin countries themselves, and stead- 
ily increasing competition from Western 
Europe and Japan have resulted in a loss 
of the U. S. share of the Latin American 
market. While the United States and 
Canada enjoyed a 61% share of the Latin 
American market in the peak year of 
1951, this has now been cut down to 
around 54% and may go lower. 

There are a number of reasons for this 
unfavorable development. While there is 
no substitute for agresssive selling, it is 
a fact that American exporters are caught 
in a squeeze between rising production 
costs at home resulting in higher sales 
prices and diminishing dollar earnings by 
the importing nations. Thus Western 
European and Japanese suppliers are able 
to underbid American exporters. Latin 
America during the postwar period was a 
seller’s market but today it is a buyer’s 
market and the competitors of American 
exporters now have a definite price ad- 
vantage.

In our company we are in constant 
touch with this situation and we are seri- 
ously concerned over this aspect of the 
problem. Instances of American exporters 
being underbid by Western European and 
Japanese suppliers are becoming more 
numerous and while there may be grounds 
for suggesting that the United States 
competitive position may improve on a 
long-term basis, prospects for the short- 
term are for stiffer competition. Where 
price is the determining factor American 
exporters will have rough sledding indeed.

These figures indicate convincingly the 
extent of the competition and the enor- 
mour job American firms have to do to 
increase their rate of productivity and to 
improve their competitive position abroad. 
American manufacturers, whose reputa- 
tion for efficiency is well deserved, are 
faced with a serious and aggressive chal- 
lenge in foreign markets and with for- 
eign trade assuming an increasing impor- 
tance to the stability and welfare of the 
U. S. economy, this challenge must be met 
with vigor and determination. 

I am confident that the foreign traders 
of America, who have demonstrated many 
times their resourcefulness in tough com- 
petitive situations, will meet the challenge 
of today’s situation, and that out of the 
deliberations of this 46th Convention will 
emerge constructive and determined mea- 
sures for the good of our foreign trade. e

Ports and Shipping Training Center for 
the Arab States, organized in Copen- 
hagen as part of the contribution of the 
Government of Denmark to the UN Ex-

Mexican cotton and foreign automobile 
shared major credit for the busiest year in 
the history of the Port of New Orleans’ 
loreign Trade Zone, the Board of Commis- 
sioners reported. The zone, one of four so- 
called “free port” areas in major U. 8S. ports, 
is a 25-acre tract, including covered storage 
facilities, where commodities may be han- 
died, processed, exhibited and stored with- 
out payment of customs duties. In the fiscal 
year ended June 30, the zone handled $5,- 
$80,144 worth of Mexican cotton and $5,331,- 
745 worth of foreign automobiles. Casein, 
lumber and sewing machines followed in 
order of value. A total of 749 different lots

of merchandise came to the zone during 
1959 from 45 different countries, with the 
result that the zone was used to 90% of 
capacity in the fiscal year. Mexico supplied 
the most valuable commodities to the zone 
in fiscal 1959, followed by Western Ger- 
many, Japan, Italy and Argentina. Net in- 
come from zone operations rose from $25,- 
342 in fiscal 1958 to $36,238 in the fiscal year 
just ended.

The $4 million Hawkins Point Marine 
Terminal, newest cargo pier in the Port of 
Baltimore, was dedicated last month. Rep- 
resentatives of government and business 
joined in the ceremony marking the com- 
pletion of the facility, which was built by 
the Maryland Port Authority and will be 
operated and maintained by the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad. The cost of the open- 
deck pier was financed by the Port Author- 
ity through the issuance of $2,500,000 in 
revenue bonds, $800,000 in State of Mary- 
land general obligation bonds, and cash. 
Under the terms of the 40-year lease negoti- 
ated with the Port Authority, the B&O will 
amortize the cost of the new facility. The 
deep-water terminal will serve new plants 
in the growing Marley Neck industrial area.

The world’s largest man-made 
harbor registered 5,433,350 tons of in and 
out foreign traffic, which was 30%—or l1,- 
259,600 tons—more than the total reported 
for its closest Pacific Coast competitor. 
Foreign general cargo movement amounted 
to 1,799,100 tons and petroleum commerce 
was 3,635,250 tons, Caughlin noted. A 
breakdown shows 1,041,350 tons of dry 
cargo from world markets was imported 
through Los Angeles Harbor and 757,750 
tons of Los Angeles products was sent to 
overseas consumers. The port’s import ton- 
nage, exclusive of petroleum, was 160,000 
tons—or 18%—more than the West Coast’s 
second largest import harbor, San Fran- 
cisco. Nationally, Los Angeles Harbor was 
the only Pacific Coast port to make the 
Department of Commerce’s list of top 15 
U. S. ports and harbors dealing in foreign 
trade. In total commerce, both foreign and

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


COMPENSATION FOR ESCAPE CLAUSE 
ACTIONS—As a result of escape clause ac- 
tions since 1957, the United States has with- 
drawn duty concessions on safety pins, 
spring clothes-pins, and clinical  ther- 
mometers granted in agreements negotiated 
under the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT). Under the Rules of the 
GATT, the United States is required to com- 
pensate the countries to which the conces- 
sions were originally granted by allowing 
duty concessions on other articles imported 
into the United States equivalent to those 
withdrawn. To this end, the United States 
will negotiate under the GATT for such 
compensatory concessions with the United 
Kingdom and West Germany for the action 
on safety pins; with Sweden, Denmark, Bel- 
gium, and the Netherlands for the action on 
spring clothes-pins; and with Japan for the 
action on clinical thermometers. To get the

On the same day, the United States 
Tariff Commission will open separate pub- 
lic hearings in connection with its investi- 
gation to determine the “peril point” (i.e 
the point below which the duty may not be 
reduced) of the articles to be considered in 
the negotiations. 


RECORDING OF TRADE MARKS AND 
TRADE NAMES—The Bureau of Customs 
has amended its regulations to eliminate the 
requirement for the disclosure of “related 
companies” in connection with the pro- 
cedure of recording trade marks and trade 
names. 


NEW TARIFF LAWS ENACTED BY THE 
CONGRESS—Before it adjourned on Sep- 
tember 15th, the Congress passed and the 
President has since signed the following 
measures relating to the Tariff Act: 


Public Law 86-235 provides that spun silk 
or Schappe silk yarn, not dyed or colored, in 
singles of more than 58,800 yards per pound, 
or plied of more than 29,400 yards per 
pound, provided for in paragraph 1202 of the 
Tariff Act of 1930, shall be admitted free of 
duty if entered, or withdrawn from ware- 
house, for consumption during the three- 
year period beginning November 7, 1959. 


Public Law 86-262—This act contains 
three sections providing as follows: (1) Sec- 
tion 1 adds teurist literature to par. 1629, 
thus making it free of duty effective with 
entries or withdrawals for consumption 
made on and after September 15, 1959; (2) 
Section 2 liberalizes the provisions in par. 
1720 relating to models of inventions, and 
those in pars. 1807, 1809, 1811, and 1812, re- 
lating to original works of art. These be- 
come effective October 14, 1959; and (3) Sec- 
tion 3 makes free of duty under par. 1631 
(a) bookbindings or covers, entered or with- 
drawn for consumption during the two-year 
period, beginning September 14, 1959, or 
covered by entries or withdrawals which 
had not been liquidated, or whose liquida- 
tion had not become final on September 14, 
1959. 

Public Law 86-288 amends par. 1670 (b) to 
provide for the free importation of extracts, 
decoctions, and preparations of hemlock 
suitable for tanning. This amendment ap- 
plies to entries or withdrawals for consump- 
tion made on and after September 16, 1959, 
and prior to September 29, 1960, and to arti- 
cles covered by entries or withdrawals not 
liquidated, or whose liquidation had not be- 
come final on September 16, 1959. 


Public Law 86-325 adds a new paragraph 
to the Free List, par. 1823, under which 
pumice stone, when imported to be used in 
the manufacture of concrete masonry prod- 
ucts, such as building blocks, bricks, tiles, 
and similar forms may be entered or with- 
drawn from warehouse free of duty on and 
after October 22, 1959.

A ninety-day trip around the world 
and three other ocean voyages are the 
main prizes offered to the winners of an 
essay contest being sponsored for col- 
lege students of international trade by 
the National Council of American Im- 
porters, Inc. 

The topic of the contest is Imports— 
Their Contribution to the American 
Economy. The theme to be developed is 
to be based on the need for imports in 
the American economy and what U. S. 
policy should be in the light of reduced 
exports, common markets, and the cur- 
rent demand from some domestic indus- 
tries and labor leaders for curtailment 
of competitive imports. 

The Council is offering round-the- 
world-trips, cash, and other prizes in 
merchandise. All college students of in- 
ternational trade are eligible. It is not 
necessary that students major in this 
field. Undergraduate and graduate stu- 
tents, both male and female, are eligible. 

Pre- 
sentation of the prizes will be made at 
the Annual Luncheon of the Council 
scheduled for April 21, 1960. 











DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING 
IMPORTED COMMODITIES 


WOOL FABRIC QUOTA—The United 
States has decided to renegotiate the so- 
called “Geneva reservation” under which a 
quota has been imposed since 1956 on im- 
ports on fabrics in chief value of wool. This 
renegotiation must be carried out under the 
provisions of the Trade Agreements Act. 
Accordingly, the Interdepartmental Commit- 
tee on Trade Agreements is expected to 
issue soon the official public notice required 
under the Act, and to set a date for public 
hearings during which interested parties 
will be given an opportunity to express 
their views on the proposal. 

Since the main 1959 quota for such fabrics 
was filled on May 19, 1959, a total of 201,485 
pounds of the supplementary 350,000 pound 
quota of high-priced and light-weight fab- 
rics had been entered or withdrawn for con- 
sumption through all the ports of the coun- 
try up to September 19, 1959. The President 
has amended his proclamation establishing 
this supplementary 350,000 pound quota to 
make clear that the purchase price deter- 
mined from the invoice shall govern the 
inclusion of appropriate fabrics in the sup- 
plemental quota at the 30% rate, regardless 
of the value of such goods determined later 
by the appraisers. 


ACTIONS UNDER THE NATIONAL SE-

OCDM concluded that imports of fluorspar 
are not threatening to impair the national 
security. In the memorandum containing 
this decision, OCDM indicates that imports 
are presently the chief source of good qual- 
ity fluorspar, and that for defense purposes 
it appears that the basic principle to be 
followed is to prevent any substantial hin- 
drance to imports of good quality fluorspar 
from any readily accessible source. 

Transistors—On October 1, 1959, OCDM 
announced that it is undertaking an inves- 
tigation at the request of the Electronic 
Industries Association to determine whether 
imports of transistors and other related 
electronic products are threatening to im- 
pair the national security. Interested parties 
may submit written statements to OCDM 
regarding this investigation not later than 
November 14, 1959. 

CHEESE—The Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration has amended the standards of iden- 
tity for blue cheese and for gorgonzola 
cheese to permit the coating of the rind of 
these two types of cheese with a vegetable 
food fat or oil (which may be hydroge- 
nated), or any combination of two or more 
of such articles. These amendments will be- 
come effective October 20, 1959.

TEXTILE FIBER PRODUCTS

The Textile Fiber Products Identification 
Act will become effective on March 3, 1960. 
This Act and the Rules and Regulations 
issued by the Federal Trade Commission 
require textile fiber products, except a few 
exempted articles, to be labeled to show the 
fiber content in percentages by weight, in 
addition to the identification of the importer 
or distributor, and country of origin.

24$.18 BROKERAGE. No forwarder, after the date on which he is required to register, 
shall accept brokerage from ocean carriers unless and until such forwarder has been assigne 
@ reyistration number pursuant to these rules. Registration shall not entitle a forwarder to 
collect brokerage from a common currier by water m cases where payment thereof would con- 
stitute a rebate—t. e., where the forwarder is a shipper or consignee or is the seller or pur- 
chaser of the shipment, or has —_ beneficial interest therein or where the forwarder directly 
or indirectly controls or ts controlled by the shipper or consignee, or by any person having a 
beneficial interest in the shipment. A forwarder shall not share any y ae of the brokerage 
received from a common carrier by water with a shipper or consignee. No forwarder shall 
demand or accept brokerage during the period his registration number is under suspension or 
after his registration number has been cancelled pursuant to these rules. 


For ease of identification and classification, independent foreign [freight forwarders 
are persons engaged in the business of dispatching shipments on behalf of other persons, 
and who do not have an interest in the purchase or sale of the goods, and who are not 
ewned or controlled directly or indirectly by the shipper or consignee, and who are not 
common carriers. 

In order to ascertain which of the registrants were independent foreign freight for- 
warders to be included in this list, the following procedure was adopted: 

1. With the permission of the Federal Maritime Board, the original applications for 
registration were examined.

MARITIME ACTS TO PROTECT SHIPS ON WAR RISK 

Maritime Administration war risk insurance binders currently in effect, covering 
ships, their crew members and liability, will be extended from October 1, 1959 (12:01 
A.M., Greenwich Mean Time) or from expiration of current commercial War Risk policies 
to conform to new conditions set by commercial underwriters 

The new binders will remain in effect until Mareh 31, 1960, to give owners and the 
Maritime Administration time to study other means of dealing with the problems brought 
about by new automatic termination clauses of commercial insurers which broaden 
cancellation provisions of war risk coverage on merchant ships.

LEGISLATION 


At a meeting of the Steering Committee of the industry Committee on Legislation on 
October 8th, it was agreed that the best policy to pursue would be to press in the Senate 
for the passage of H.R. 5068 as passed by the House Subcommitte?, and eliminating the 
amendments which were added by the full Committee, such as the power given to the 
Federal Maritime Board to fix the maximum brokerage, and the clause which makes it 
imperative for the forwarder to “solicit and secure” the cargo, in addition to performing 
one of the other listed services, in order to qualify for brokerage. Members will recall 
that the original Subcommittee Bill merely required that the forwarder perform any two 
of the six listed services in order to merit brokerage. 

In addition to the above, the industry Committee would try to secure any further 
amendments which may be beneficial to the industry. 

This procedure is now being submitted to all members of the industry Committee on 
Legislation for their comments. 

The Steering Committee also started discussions on a plan of campaign to secure 
support for passage of favorable legislation. These discussions will continue shortly, 
and as soon as anything definite is decided upon, members will be advised what they 
an do to help the cause.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That section 201 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended 
(19 U.S.C. 1201), is amended by adding at the end thereof the following new paragraph: 

“Par. 1823. Pumice stone, when imported to be used in the manufacture of concrete 
masonry products, such as building blocks, bricks, tiles, and similar forms, under such 
regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe.” 

Sec. 2. The amendment made by the first section of this Act shall apply with respect 
to articles entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption, after the thirtieth 
day after the date of the enactment of this Act. (Approved September 21, 1959. P. L. 86- 
325)

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That paragraph 1670(b) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended (19 U.S.C., sec. 1201, par. 1670(b)), is amended by striking out “hemlock,” after 
“divi-divi,” and by striking out “eucalyptus (irrespective of their chief use)” and in- 
serting in lieu thereof “eucalyptus or hemlock (irrespective of their chief use.” 

Sec. 2. The amendment made by the first section of this Act shall apply to articles 
entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption on or after the date of the 
enactment of this Act and prior to September 29, 1960, and to articles covered by entries 
or withdrawals which have not been liquidated or the liquidation of which has not 
become final on such date of enactment. (Approved September 16, 1959. P. L. 86-288) 


WOOL FABRICS—UNITED KINGDOM 


As an outgrowth of the continuing study within the United States Government of 
the operation of the tariff quota on certain wool fabrics, which the President requested in 
a letter to the Secretary of Commerce on March 7, 1958, the United States Government has 
decided to enter into renegotiations looking toward possible modification of the tariff 
concessions in the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade under which the quota is 
maintained. The renegotiation, which was requested by the United Kingdom in August, is 
being undertaken in an effort to find a solution to the many problems which both 
importing interests in the United States and exporting interests in other countries have 
claimed arise from the application of this quota.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That spun silk or schappe silk yarn, not dyed or colored, singles of more 
than 58,800 yards per pound, or plied of more than 29,400 yards per pound, provided for in 
paragraph 1202 of the Tariff Act of 1930, shall be admitted free of duty if entered, or with- 
drawn from warehouse, for consumption, during the three-year period beginning on the sixtieth

MARKING REQUIREMENTS 

WATER FAUCET—An imported aerator has been submitted to the Bureau marked 
with the name of the country of origin by means of a piece of paper with the word “Italy 
on it inserted into the chamber of the aerator. Such marking does not meet the require- 
ments of section 304, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended. 

Effective as to entries for consumption or warehouse made on and after January 1, 
1960, imported aerators shall be legibly and conspicuously marked individually on the 
outside of the outer chamber with the name of the country of origin by means of die 
sinking or etching unless the importation comes within one of the exceptions from 
marking provided for in section 304(a)(3), as amended. (C/L 3081) 

CATALYTIC-TYPE HAND WARMERS—It has been found that catalytic-type hand 
warmers have been imported into the United States without the marking of the name of 
the country of origin required under section 304, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended. ee 

Effective Oct. 8, 1959, shipments of such articles shall be closely scrutinized and if it 
is found that the warmers are not marked as required under section 304, Tariff Act of 
1930, as amended, and they are not excepted from marking pursuant to one of the excep- 
tions provided for in that section, the warmers shall not be released until brought into 
conformity with the marking requirements. (C/L 3083) oe 

PHONE PLUGS—It has been reported to the Bureau that “Right Angle” phone plugs 
have been imported into the United States from Japan with the marking of the name 
of the country of origin molded upon the under or prong carrying side of the coffin- 
shaped soft plastic portion of the unit in letters approximately 1/32 of an inch in height, 
which are not as conspicuous as required under section 304, Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended. 

Future shipments of such items shall not be released from customs custody unless 
the marking, when required, is legible and conspicuous as required under section 304, 
Tariff Act of 1930, as amended. (C/L 32082) , : 

IMPORTED BEADED BELTS—It has been found that paper sticker labels which 
have been used to mark the name of the country of origin on imported beaded belts have 
not been remaining on the belts until they reach the ultimate purchaser. 

Effective as to entries for consumption or warehouse made on and after January 1, 
1960, imported beaded belts shall be legibly and conspicuously marked to indicate the 
name of the country of origin by means of ink stamping or other method which will 
result in a mark equally as permanent, unless the belts are excepted from marking 
pursuant to one of the exceptions provided for in section 304(a)(3), Tariff Act of 1930, 
as amended. (C/L 3004) "i 

COMPONENT PARTS OF PLUMBING FIXTURES INCLUDING BALLCOCKS AND 
VALVES—In the C/L 3045 of August 18, 1958, instructions were issued that effective as 
to entries for consumption or warehouse made on and after December 1, 1958, plumbing 
fixtures and cigarette lighters marked by means of cellulose or other tape, paper labels, 
or string tags shall not be considered marked as required under section 304, Tariff Act 
of 1930, as amended. 

Effective as to entries for consumption or warehouse made on and after December 1. 
1959, this ruling is hereby extended to include ballcocks (C/L 3080, July _10, 1959) and 
valves when imported unattached to plumbing fixtures. (C/L 3045—Supp. No. 1)

Aluminum grit, 99% aluminum content, produced from scrap aluminum foil and other 
scrap aluminum, classifiable as an article, n.s.p.f., manufactured, composed wholly or in 
c.v. of aluminum, under par. 397, and not as aluminum in crude form under par. 374. 
{T.D. 5493865).] 

Aragonite sand, a ca alcium carbonate mineral in granular form containing no copper, 
lead, or zinc, not ground, sieved, or otherwise processed prior to shipment to the United 
States, classifiable under par. 1719, as a mineral, crude, or not advanced in value or 
condition by refining or grinding, or by other process of manufacture, n.s.p.f. [T.D. 
54922 (3).] 

Azide, barium; arsenate, magnesium ammonium.—Barium azide is classifiable as an 
azide, n.s.p.f., under par. 95. Magnesium ammonium arsenate is Classifiable as a chemical 
compound, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. [T.D. 54922(4).] 

Ball bearings; roller becrings; parts thereof.—Metal ball or roller bearings, and 
parts thereof, which are parts of airpianes, are classifiable under par. 321, as metal balls 
and rollers commonly used as ball or roller bearings, metal ball or roller bearings, and 
parts thereof, whether finished or unfinished, for whatever use intended, rather than 
under par. 370 as parts of airplanes. [T.D. 54927(2).] 

Basket, vinyl; artificial fern; and artificial rose with electric bulb, imported in sepa- 
rate shipments to be combined with domestic parts to form a novelty lamp. (a) Basket, 
vinyl, round, made of relatively stiff and inflexible hollow tubing approximately % inch 
in diameter forming a basket type of weave under and over a frame of upright “ribs” 
of the same plastic tubing with a steel wire core, if in c.v. of vinyl not containing a 
filler material, classifiable at the rate applicable to baskets, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of willow 
under par. 411. Such basket is not classifiable under par. 1312 of the tariff act as a manu- 
facture of filaments, fibers, yarns, or threads of rayon or other synthetic textile, as 
defined in par. 1313. (b) Artificial green fern consisting of a wire covered by a plastic 
tubing with attached plastic representations of fern leaves or fronds, classifiable under 
the provision for artificial or ornamental fruits, vegetables, grasses, grains, leaves, flow- 
ers, stems, or parts thereof, composed wholly or in c.v. of other material and n.s.p.f., 
under par. 1518. (c) An artificial plastic rose with small electric light bulb inserted, the 
bulb and rose being made together as one unit, not in c.v. of metal, or glass in the bulb, 
is an entirety classifiable as an article, n.s.p.f., wholly or in ec.v. of artificial flowers of 
other material and n.s.p.f., under par. 1518. [T.D. 54922(5).] 

Batteries electric storage, specially designed for and chiefly used in a Minifon wire 
recorder, classifiable as electric storage batteries under par. 320, and not as parts, n.s.p.f., 
in c.v. of metal, of articles having as an essential feature an electrical element or device, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 353, or as parts, n.s.p.f., of articles similar to phonographs, gramo- 
phones, or graphophones under par. 1542. [T.D. 54938(6).] 
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Bell, desk, composed of metal with a plastic base and operated by depressing a metal 
plunger inserted through an opening in the top of the bell which strikes the hooked 
portion of a metal clapper causing the lower portion of the clapper to strike the bell 
classifiable as other bells, finished, under par. 364. [T.D. 54927(3).] 

Binders, loose-leaf, in c.v. of steel, holding loose-leaf pages of a handbook entitled 

Aluminum Welding and Allied Processes” are separately classifiable from the text and 
dutiable as manufactured articles, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of steel, under par. 397. [T.D. 54938(7).] 

Boat docks, aluminum, which consist of 8 foot ramp made up of two aluminum side 
frames with spacers and channels, and 16 or 24 feet docks with aluminum beams, cross 
bridging and bracing with standard pipe leg supports, are classifiable as articles, n.s.p.f., 
manufactured, in c.v. of aluminum under par. 397. [T.D. 54938(8).] 

Bottle, perfume, glass, empty, semi-automatically produced, whether imported with 
or without its glass stopper, is classifiable as an unfilled glass bottle of the character 
used or designed to be used as a container of perfume, produced otherwise than by 
automatic machine, under par. 218 (e) and (i). A pressed glass stopper for a perfume 
bottle, if imported in a separate shipment without the bottle, is classifiable under the 
provision for pressed wares, manufactures in c.v. of glass, n.s.p.f., under par. 230(d). 
{T.D. 54927(4).] 

“Cab-O-Sil,” a product consisting of colloidal sized particles composed of 98.4% silica 
and 1.6% water, classifiable as an acid anhydride, n.s.p.f., under par. 1, rather than as 
sand containing 95% or more of silica and not over 0.6% of oxide of iron and suitable 
for use in the manufacture of glass under par. 207. [T.D. 54922(6).] 

Calendar, perpetual, consisting of a stiff paper product being plastic coated or plastic 
laminated and having slotted sections containing markings and dates for coordinating 
with similar data on the front of the calendar, is classifiable, if printed otherwise than 
lithographically, under the provision for printed matter, n.s.p.f., under par. 1410. If litho- 
graphically printed, it is classifiable as a calendar in c.v. of paper lithographically printed 
over 0.020 inch thick, under par. 1406. [T.D. 54938(9).] 

Card, business invitation, a four fold card composed of sheets of lithographically 
printed paper board pasted together in the form of a bell. Six sides depict a continuous 
winter scene and two sides contain an advertising text. Such merchandise is classifiable 
as articles of paper, lithographically printed, n.s.p.f., under par. 1406. [T.D. 54922(7).] 

Cards, playing, consisting of 48 playing cards used in Japanese flower game, each 
card measuring 2% by 1 5/16 inches and having various flowers depicted on the face of 
the card, are classifiable as such under par. 1412. [T.D. 54938(10).] 

Card ring consisting of two semi-circular pieces of metal joined together with a 
metal pin and grooved at each end in order to lock the ring in a closed position classi- 
fiable as articles or wares, n.s.p.f., manufactured, composed wholly or in c.v. of steel, 
under par. 397. [T.D. 54927(5).] 

Carpet underlay, electrically heated, in c.v. of polyvinyl chloride wire sheathing con- 
taining no filler, and also containing wool, rayon, jute hessian, nickel steel wire, woolen 
whipping yarn, and a rubber bonding agent, dutiable at the rate applicable to an electric 
heater in c.v. of metal under par. 353. [T.D. 54922(8).] 

Case, carrying, for a croquet set, with a zipper opening and a handle, composed of 
colored vinyl with a clear face of polyethylene, the plastics containing no filler material, 
is dutiable at the rate applicable to manufactures in c.v. of india rubber, n.s.p.f., under 
par. 1537(b); if composed in c.v. of a plastic serving as a chief binding agent classifiable 
as a manufacture in c.v. of any product of which a synthetic resin or resin-like sub- 
stance is the chief binding agent under par.

Welding fittings; marking of the name of the country of origin, section 304, Tariff 
Act of 1930, as amended.—FEffective December 1, 1959, welding fittings must be legibly 
and conspicuously marked to indicate the English name of the country of origin by means 
of die sinking or other methods which will remain legible and conspicuous if painted 
before the fitting reaches the ultimate purchaser in the United States. Bureau of Customs

TARIFF CLASSIFICATIONS 


CERTAIN ROSARY CASES—The Bureau of Customs published a notice in the Federal 
Register dated July 18, 1959, that there was under review the practice of assessing duty 
on rosary cases, wholly or in chief value of polystyrene not serving as chief binding 
agent, by virtue of the similitude clause in paragraph 1559(a), Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended, at the rate of 17 percent ad valorem, the rate applicable to articles in chief 
value of cellulose acetate under paragraph 31(a)(2), as modified. Evidence presented to 
the Bureau shows that the enumerated articles chiefly used for the same purpose as the 
polystyrene rosary cases are base metal (brass or aluminum) rosary cases. Accordingly, 
the Bureau by its letter to the collector of customs, New York, New York, dated Septem- 
ber 15, 1959, ruled that these articles are dutiable by similitude at the rates applicable 
to base metal rosary cases, that is, when valued not over 20 cents per dozen, dutiable at 
the rate of 19 percent ad valorem, the rate for articles in chief value of brass or alumi- 
num, not specially provided for, under paragraph 397, as modified, and when valued over 
20 cents per dozen are dutiable by similitude at the rates applicable to metal articles 
designed to be carried on or about the person under paragraph 1527(c)(2), as modified, 
that is, at the rate of 55 percent ad valorem if valued over 20 cents but not over $5 per 
dozen, or 35 percent ad valorem if valued over $5 per dozen. 

As this ruling will result in the assessment of duty at a higher rate than has hereto- 
fore been assessed under a uniform and established practice, it shall be applied to such 
or similar merchandise only when entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consump- 
tion after 30 days after the date of publication of an abstract of this decision in the 
weekly Treasury Decisions. 

HAIR DYE BRUSHES—It appears probable that a correct interpretation of para- 
graph 1506, Tariff Act of 1930, requires that certain bamboo handled brushes similar in 
appearance to tooth brushes but used on the person in the application of dye to the 
hair be classified under the provision of such paragraph for other toilet brushes with 
duty at the rate of 1 cent each and 50 percent ad valorem if valued not over 40 cents 
each or at the rate of 1 cent each and 12% percent ad valorem if valued over 40 cents 
each which may result in a higher rate of duty than that heretofore assessed under an 
established and uniform practice. 

Pursuant to § 16.10a(d) of the Customs Regulations (19 CFR 16.10a(d)), notice is 
hereby given that the existing uniform practice of classifying such articles as other 
brushes under paragraph 1506 of the tariff act with duty at the rate of 35 percent ad 
valorem is under review by the Bureaus of Customs. 

Consideration will be given to any relevant data, views, or arguments pertaining 
to the correct tariff classification of this merchandise which are submitted in writing to 
the Bureau of Customs, Washington 25, D. C. To assure consideration of such communi- 
cations, they must be received in the Bureau not later than 30 days from Sept. 30, 1959.

It has been determined as a result of a study of the procedures and requirements for 
recording trade-marks and trade names with the Treasury Department that the require- 
ments concerning “related companies” should be eliminated.

Part 11 is amended by inserting a footnote number 15 at the end of the first sentence 
of section 11.14(a). The text of the footnote shall read: 

*“(a) It shall be unlawful to import into the United States any merchandise of 
foreign inanufacture if such merchandise, or the label, sign, print, package, wrapper, or 
receptacle, bears a trade mark owned by a citizen of, or by a corporation or associa- 
tion created or organized within, the United States, and registered in the Patent Office 
by a person domiciled in the United States, under the provisions of sections 81-109 
of Title 15, and if a copy of the certificate of registration of such trade mark is 
filed with the Secretary of the Treasury, in the manner provided in section 106 of 
said Title 15, unless written consent of the owner of such trade mark is produced at 
the time of making entry. 

“(b) Any such merchandise. imported into the United States in violation of the 
provisions of this section shall be subject to seizure and forfeiture for violation of 
the customs laws. 

“(c) Any person dealing in any such merchandise may be enjoined from dealing 
therein within the United States or may be required to export or destroy such 
merchandise or to remove or obliterate such trade mark and shall be liable for the 
same damages and profits provided for wrongful use of a trade mark, under the 
provisions of sections 81-109 of Title 15.” (19 U.S.C. 1526.)

5517 (ANNEX TO SPECIAL CUSTOMS INVOICE (FOR COTTON 
MANUFACTURERS) ) NOT REQUIRED. 


Bureau Circular Letter No. 3014, dated January 14, 1958, describes certain conditions 
under which the filing of customs Form 5517 (Annex to Special Customs Invoice (for 
Cotton Manufactures)) as required by T. D. 54380 is unnecessary. 

Another condition under which the requirement of Form 5517 is waived is in the 
case of importations of cotton manufactures valued less than $100, reported on formal 
consumption entries. (Bureau Circular Letter No. 3014 already exempts from this re- 
Ss importations not exceeding $250 in value, for which informal entries are 
made. 

For importations of cotton manufactures valued less than $100 and reported on formal 
entries, the importer is also relieved from the requirement of filing two extra copies 
of the entry form. However, the importations should still be described and classified on 
the entries in terms of the supplement to Schedule A entitled “Statistical Requirements 
for Reporting Imports of Cotton Manufactures.” 

This waiver shall be given retroactive effect by the cancellation of any bond charge 
for the production of Form 5517 for cotton manufactures valued less than $100, reported 
on a formal entry. (C/L 3014, Supp. No. 1) 


QUOTA ON TUNG OIL. 

The procedure outlined in C/L 3057, dated October 24, 1958, for the control of the 
1958-1959 absolute quota on tung oil, including tung nuts in terms of the equivalent oil 
content, shall also be followed for the control of the quota for the 12-month period 
beginning November 1, 1959 (T. Ds. 54443 and 54586). 

Following the established procedure, the quota shall be officially opened as of noon 
e.s.t., or its equivalent in other time zones, on November 2, 1959, the first business day 
of the quota period, and no tung oil shall be released without Bureau authorization. 

During the period November 2, 1959, through January 31, 1960, not more than 6,500,000 
pounds of tung oil may be entered for consumption; 5,525,000 pounds are allocated to 
Argentina, 741,000 pounds to Paraguay, and 234,000 pounds to Other Foreign Countries. 
No importer shall file an entry or entries covering an amount in excess of that admissible 
under any allocation (section 12.50(d) of the Customs Regulations). 

Announcement will be made regarding the amount admissible under each quota allo- 
cation during the period February 1 through October 31, 1960. (C/L 3057, Supp. No. 1) 


WHITE OR IRISH POTATOES, OTHER THAN CERTIFIED SEED—QUOTA 

The tariff-rate quota for white or Irish potatoes, other than certified seed, pursuant 
to Item 771 (second), Part 1, Schedule XX of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, 
as modified (T.Ds. 51802 and 54406), for the 12-month period beginning September 15, 1959, 
is 600,000 bushels of 60 pounds each. 

The estimate of the production of white or Irish potatoes, including seed potatoes, 
in the United States for the calendar year 1959, made by the United States Department 
of Agriculture as of September 1, 1959, was 411,495,000 bushels. 

In accordance with the third proviso to the aforesaid Item 771, as modified, the 600,000 
bushels and the 1,000,000 bushels prescribed in the second proviso are not increased, 
because the estimated production is greater than 350,000,000 bushels. (T.D. 54935) 


SORTED AND GRADED WOOL—REVOCATION OF DRAWBACK RATES 


The Bureau of Customs has under consideration a proposal to revoke as to future 
transactions all existing drawback rates on sorted, graded, or sorted and graded wool 
produced with the use of imported wool, and requiring firms which are applying or desire 
to apply such processes to imported wool with benefit of drawback to file new applica- 
tions for the establishment of rates of drawback so that the applications may be passed 
upon on the basis of current operations. 

The proposal arises from the findings of a recent survey of industry practices that 
the sorting operation, as contemplated in existing drawback rates on sorted wool begin- 
ning with Treasury Decision 42617 of March 1, 1928, is no longer used, and that though 
the term “sorting” continues to be employed in the industry, it now applies to operations 
beyond the purview of the drawback rates. The survey further disclosed that the grading 
of foreign and domestic wool is now done at the source and, accordingly, that wools 
imported into the United States ordinarily require no grading. 

Consideration will be given to any relevant data, views, or arguments pertaining to 
the foregoing matter which are submitted in writing to the Bureau of Customs, Wash- 
ington 25, D. C. To assure consideration of such communications, they must be received 
in the Bureau not later than 30 days from Sept. 30, 1959. No hearings will be held.

This part relates to the following subjects: Expansion of trade, 
regional integration, quantitative import restrictions, special studies, tariff changes affect- 
ing obligations under the General Agreement, settlement of differences, and other ques- 
tions.

Supplies and equipment for aircraft of foreign registry.—In accordance with section 
209(d), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, the Secretary of Commerce has found and has 
advised the Secretary of the Treasury that Argentina allows privileges to aircraft 
registered in the United States and engaged in foreign trade substantially reciprocal to the 
privileges provided for in sections 309 and 317 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, 
insofar as they are applicable to airline equipment, spare parts, and supplies other than 
fuel and lubricants. Corresponding privileges are therefore hereby extended to aircraft 
registered in Argentina engaged in foreign trade. Bureau letter dated August 31, 1959.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—ARTICLES SUBJECT TO 
INTERNAL-REVENUE TAXES 


Cigars withdrawn from customs bonded manufacturing warehouses for consumption in 
the United States are subject to compliance with customs and internal-revenue require- 
ments. Such cigars, having been manufactured from imported tobacco materials on which 
the duty has been paid, are subject to internal-revenue tax but not duty when withdrawn. 
The applicable tax is paid to the Internal Revenue Service in accordance with provisions of 
regulations of that Service which permit the withdrawal of the cigars from the bonded 
premises with payment of the tax by return after removal.

Therefore, to conform to such regulatory provisions, section 19.16(b), Customs Regu- 
lations is amended to read as follows: 

(b) Cigars manufactured in a bonded warehouse for home consumption shall not 
be removed therefrom until customs stamps have been affixed to each package con- 
taining such cigars. Upon removal of cigars, the customs officer shall make appro- 
priate entry in his records of the quantity and class of such cigars. Upon prepara- 
tion of Form 2135 in accordance with 26 CFR 270.220 and 270.221, the proprietor 
shall present it to the customs officer for verification on the form that the quanti- 
ties of cigars by class shown on such return as removed subject to tax are correct.

ALMONDS—A report to the President on the results of its investigation No. 21, con- 
ducted under the provisions of section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act, as 
amended, with respect to almonds. The four Commissioners made no recommendation to 
the President for the imposition of additional import restrictions on the products under 
consideration. 


WOOLS FOR CARPETS AND PAPERMAKERS’ FELTS—A report to the Committee 
on Finance of the U. 8S. Senate of an investigation of wool for carpets and wool for 
papermakers’ felts conducted under the provisions of section 332 of the Tariff Act of 
1930 in response to a resolution, adopted April 28, 1958, by the Senate Finance Committee 

The Commission’s report describes the types and characteristics of wools used in 
the manufacture of floor coverings and papermakers’ felts; contains data on U. S. pro- 
duction, U. S. imports, foreign production and supplies available to the United States of 
coarse wool; describes the factors controlling the use of domestic wool in carpets; and 
analyzes the present method, and an alternative method, of grading and sampling im- 
ported wool for customs purposes.

QUOTAS ON LONG-STAPLE COTTON 


The President accepted the United States Tariff Commission’s report on long-staple 
cotton. The President's action is based upon the Commission’s investigation and deter- 
minations of fact reported on July 10, 1959. The Tariff Commission found, with two mem- 
bers dissenting, that no changed circumstances exist requiring the modification of existing 


import quotas on long-staple cotton. 


TOWELING OF FLAX, HEMP, OR RAMIE AND WATCH MOVEMENTS 

The President has concurred with the United States Tariff Commission’s recent find- 
ings that NO formal investigation should be instituted at this time to determine whether 
the tariff should be reduced on imports of linen toweling and watch movements. The 
President found, with the Tariff Commission, that there is not sufficient reason at this 
time to reopen the escape clause actions of several previous years which resulted in 
increases in the tariffs on these items. The President’s decision means that the increased 
rates of duty previously established as the result of escape clause actions will continue 
to apply without reduction or other modification.

NATIONAL FOREIGN TRADE CONVENTION 


Gentlemen 


H R 9146 is more exciting than a Dow ad so we will talk about this bill, also known as 
the Customs Administrative Act of 1959. It should look good to the importers with a few 


exceptions. 
The bill contains a neighborly provision that will allow non-residents a $200 oxempiion fl) 4 
for gifts. We have always felt guilty about our government collecting money on a gift some 
kindly Japanese traveler intended for us. 

The big part of the bill covers appraisement and liquidation. Heretofore an appeal to 
reappraisement had to be filed within thirty days after appraisement. The bill extends the 
time to ninety days. More important the appraiser can review his action. Previously the 
appraiser could make a mistake, concede the point but only the court could rectify the error. 
At one time we believe a similar proposal encountered objections from customs attorneys but 
we hope they will reconsider their objections. 

Another excellent provision in the bill should result in liquidation and appraisement 
dates being simultaneous in most instances. This would mean that an appraisement issue 
wouldn't hold up liquidation. 

In the past appeals to reappraisement have deferred liquidation for as much as ten years. 
As a consequence importers received bills for increased duty ten years after entry. 

We object to one provision of the bill. This provision enables the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury to authorize any Customs employee to cite anyone and to cause him to present all of 
his records that the customs employee deems material. The person cited doesn’t even have to 
be an importer or a Custom House broker and only the Customs employee decides what is 
material. Conceivably the Customs messenger could have authority to require us to present 
to him our income tax or marriage license. We wonder what Mrs. White did with it. 

This is a lay opinion of the bill and only goes into the features that particularly 
impressed us. 

One way of keeping abreast of the legislation and of making your opinion known is to 
join the National Council of American Importers. 

In passing we mention that our service in San Francisco has not been up to our standard, 
a circumstance we deeply regret. The circumstances of the San Francisco Teamster Strike and 
the threat of an East Coast Strike, together with inadequate space to permit rapid expansion 
created a grave problem. We spared no expense in transferring personnel from Los Angeles 
and Seattle to San Francisco and in working overtime. At the moment we are current with 
arrivals but must live with the problem of tracing, which is incredibly difficult under 
congested conditions. 

As a parting note we have opened an office in Tokyo which will be managed by Alonzo 
Pickett who speaks Japanese and has transportation experience. The office will inquire of 
sources regarding anticipated shipping dates for air shipments and by consolidating air ship- 
ments for New York and Chicago. Mr. Pickett has been in Japan for the past month but we 
do not expect to be in operation for another month since we desire to have the groundwor 
carefully prepared before we begin operations.
